roll one out of every five college 
students, award 23 percent of all 
bachelor’s degrees conferred, 
grant 25 percent of all master’s 
degrees, and 38 percent of all 
doctoral degrees. Dr. Dickey said. 

“Whether measured in student 
enrollment, off-campus instruction 
and technical assistance, or re- 
search of fundamental value to 
human welfare, land-grant insti- 
tutions have made the most signif- 
icant impact of any single educa- 
tional movement in the history of 
the world,’’ Dr. Dickey declared. 

“The availability of low-cost 
higher education in the United 
States indeed is a measure of con- 
temporary democracy.” Dickey 
said. “It is a measure of political 
responsibility and of real common 
sense,” he added.
